Price Fixation and * Proposed

cries of knights and virgins and mothers that have 
been too long unheard, or to remove the iniquity of 
the ages of Mohammedan misrule. 
Let the Crescent go down to that oblivion to 
which its own atrocities have long doodled it.

DYNASTIES TO THE DUSTPAN 


One of the most significant bits of news coming 
out of Washington in many months, though it seems 
to have attracted little attention, is a report that 
the United States is determined, as a fundamental 
condition of peace, to abolish the Hohenzollern and 
Hapsburg dynasties. The present kaisers of the Cen­ 
tral Powers, if their own people fail to dethrone them, 
are to be banished by the Allies, and with them are 
to go their entire criminal lines, root and branch. 
Most of us devoutly hope that this is indeed the 
fixed policy of our own government, that it has the 
full support of the Allied governments, and that it 
will be carried out as relentlessly as the military 
program. 
Three great dynasties in Europe needed to be 
rooted out, to make way for the new order of things. 
One of them, the Romanoff, has already gone. 
As 
Carl Sandburg wrote, in the greatest war-poem 
America has yet produced: 


“One finger is raised that counts out the czar, 
The ghost that beckoned men who come no more— 
The czar gone to the winds on God’s great dust pan, 
The czar a pinch of nothing, 
The last of the gibbering Romanoffs. 


“Another finger will speak. 
\ 
And the kaiser will go into God’s great dust pan— 
The last of the gibbering I lohenzollerns. 
Look! 
God pities this trash, God waits with a 
broom and a dust pan, 
God knows a finger will speak and count them out.”

Every hour of war consumes a vast toll of lives and 
treasure, imperils and impoverishes the highest interests 
of mankind. 
Can we get peace b o w ? Yes, a peace of virtual sur­ 
render, such as could be obtained from the successful 
bandit, might have been had any day these past four 
years. A peace which would consecrate crime. A peace 
which would leave the criminal triumphant, no m atter 
how skillfully camouflaged by the diplomats. 
A peace 
which would sew bountifully the seeds of a worse war 
to be fought by ourselves or our children. That kind of 
peace can be had for the asking any day. 
But no sane 
man, when he understands what it means, wants that 
kind of peace. 
* 
When can peace—a real peace—be had? 
Not until 
those rulers of Germany who made this war, and who 
have conducted it like cynical barbarians, are wholly 
repudiated by their people. A Jew of these leaders have 
been dismissed by the German emperor—those who were 
suspected .of harboring misgivings about the efficacy of 
“the shining sword,” who have betrayed the slightest 
taint of liberalism. 
The cynical gang that planned the 
war, that broke faith with nations, that ravaged Belgium, 
that ruined northern France, that defy every human 
decency, are still aB powerful in Germany. 
No peace 
worth calling peace can ever be made with the present 
imperial government of Germany. 
There are no signs yet w'orth credence of their im­ 
mediate loss of power. 
There are no clear indications 
yet that the German people are sick of these rulers; that 
they are alive to the crime and folly to which they have 
been committed for four years—and more. And, what is 
worse, there are as yet no credible proofs that the Ger­ 
man people have repudiated in thei# own souls the vile 
philosophy they have been subtly taught and are now so 
brazenly practicing. 
When the day comes, as it must 
come, when the German nation demonstrates to the out­ 
raged world by repudiating its guilty leaders and by 
plain renunciation of their principles that it has at last 
awakened from its predatory dream—then, and not until 
then, peace will come. 
For all those who believe in the possibility of an 
enduring peace among nations, for all those who ardently 
long for the day when humanity will substitute law and 
reason for violence and trickery, the way to that peace 
in which they have faith is to tight steadfastly on, refus­ 
ing to Recept less than the full reward of their sacrifices, 
and, by the ever closer union of the peoples resisting the 
enemy’s pretentions, demonstrate the possibility, the 
actuality of the co-operative commonwealth of humanity, 
where war will no longer be tolerated.

Pomona Valley Fruit Men Be­ 
lieve W om en Will Be Suc­ 
cess In Navel Harvest 


LOS A.NGELES, Sept. 25.—In antici­ 
pation of a heavy navel orange crop 
this winter, citrus packing house man­ 
agers are engaging units of the Wom­ 
en’s Land Army to assist in picking 
the fruit. 
The first organization to 
take this step was the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit Exchange 
at 
Ontario. 
Manager D. E. Myers states that he 
has engaged twenty-five women for 
the fruit picking season. 
The idea of having women pick or­ 
anges and lemons is something abso­ 
lutely new. 
Heretofore the picking 
gangs have been made up of .Japanese. 
Mexicans, Hindus and white men, but 
farm labor has become so scarce that 
the citrus growers must now employ 
farm erettes or leave the fruit hang­ 
ing upon the trees. 
Pomona 
Valley 
fruit men express the belief that the 
innovation will he a complete success 
Reports from the many citrus grow 
ing districts indicate that the forth 
coming harvest will be fully 75 per 
cent of a normal ( rep. The customary 
‘June drop” reduced the visible supply 
of navels in some localities to about 
a 60 per cent prospect, but other dis 
tricts will likely make up for the 
shortage. 
In the event that a 75 per c e rt crop 
is gathered the financial result will 
doubtless he gratifying; b e c a u se iii is 
year with a crop ranging from IO to 
50 per cent of normal production the 
growers netted about three-fourths as 
much money as they got for tiieir fruit 
in 1916, which was the banner year fli 
the history of citrus growing, both 
from standpoint of production and net 
return.

Federal food commissioner. 
The new prices, which are lower 
than those prevailing at the beginning 
of the season, areas Wet pulp direct 
from the factory, 80 cents per ton; 
wet pulp from the silo. $1.25 per toil; 
dry pulp, $40 f. d. b. factory, includ 
ing commission of wholesale distrib­ 
utors. 
The fixing of these prices, M erritt 
said, is another step toward protec 
tion of the dairy herds of California 
from an actual world-wide 
shortage 
of dairy and cattle feeds. 
Regarding the planting of the com­ 
ing year’s beet crop, the commission­ 
er said: 
“A larger output of 
sugar is im 
perative, but the food adm inistration 
will not Mge beet growers to make 
sacrifices from patriotic motives by 
planting sugar beets unless the refill 
ers whose operations w arrant it, will 
pay the producer-.such price as will 
return him a reasonable profit.”
